Pursuant to my telephone conversation with Examiner Anish Gupta on April 17, 2006, 
Applicants hereby request reconsideration of the holding of abandonment of the above-referenced 
application for continuity purposes only. The events that transpired in this case are as follows: 

1) November 23, 2004 - Applicants properly submitted an extension of time in order to keep 
the application pending so that Applicants could file a continuing application. 

2) January 13, 2005 Applicants received a Notice of Abandonment stating the case was 
abandoned for failure to request an extension of time. 

3) March 7, 2005 - Applicants submitted a Petition to Withdraw Holding of Abandonment and 
enclosed copies of the extension of time and the postcard receipt duly stamped by the Patent Office.
